Indiana, 
and met Jerry his brother. He further stated that Ray went to Toronto 
ana held himself to be Bridgman and Sneyd and that he spent nine days in 
Montrea. and that this can be verified by the fact that in Montreal he 
robbec a food store. He stated further that Ray came in netfe ®m the 
third and stayed in a motel here and that on the fourth he got^a hair 
cut on Union Avenue, that he had a fixation about getting hair cuts every- 
where he went. Stated that Ray bought the binoculars; Ray took the rifle 
up into his room in the rooming house and that Ray told him that he was 
sitting in the Mustang car when the fatal shot was fired and an unnamed 
party came down the steps jumped in the back of the Mustang, pulled a 
sheet over him and they fled the scene.
